CELEBRATIONS. 

According to the reco mmendations 
the plans for celebrating the occa- 
sion are the following:

Provost Marshal-General Crowder 
and staff, in preparing a guide for 
young men of the country in answer- 
ing the questions to be presented on 
registration day had particularly in 
mind the general confusion that 
exists among people generally be- 
tween registration and exemption. 
There can be no exemptions in ad- 
vance of registration. Men with de- 
teen children, or with no legs are 
not exempt from registration. Petti- 
coat considerations constitute no ex- 
cuse for dodging registration. Ex- 
empt boards will have sole au- 
thority to relieve men from military 
service. Because of the general con- 
fusion, the government i making 
no announcement relating to tite 
appointment of exemption bdcards. 
That bridge will be créased when it 
ie reached, and it will not be reached 
until registration is over. 

Of the twelve questions which all 
eligibles must answer on registration 
day, officials expect that the most 
knotty problems will arise from the 
last one, which 8: 

“Do you claim exemption from 
draft? (specify grounds) 

The official guide explains 
question as follows: 

“Becatse you claim ion 
from draft, it by no means follows 
that vou are exempt. For the in- 
formation of the War Department 
you should make a claim now.if you 
intend to prosecute it. Some physi- 
cians will be exempted on account 
of their occupations or offices, some 
on account of the fact that they have 
relatives dependent upon them for 
support. Your answer touching these 
things will be important in support- 
ing the claim you now -intend to 
make in your answer to the present 
questions. Be sure, therefore, that 
the grounds you now state are in 
conformity with your answer to 
questions 7and 8. In stating grounds 
you claim as exempting you, usc one 
of the following terms: If you claim 
to be an executive, legislative or ju- 
dicial officer of the State or nation, 
name your office and say whether it 
is an office of the State or nation. 
If you claim to be a member of a 
religious sect whose creed forbids its 
members to participate in war in 
any form, simply name the sect. 
If you are employed in the transmis- 
sion of the United States malle or 
as an artificer or workman in an 
armory, arsenal or na-vy yard of the 
United States, or if you are em- 
ployed in the dea service of any 
city within the United States, so 

If you are a felon or other- 
wise morally deficient, and desire 
to claim exemption on that ground, 
state your ground briefly. If you 
claim exemption on any other 
ground state your ground briefly.” 

FROM THE GUIDE. 

The official guide of interest to all 
young men of the country also says: 

“The registrar, in a short re- 
port, which accompanies each reg- 
istration card, is asked to state: 
Has the person lost arm, leg. hand 
or foot or both eyes, or is he other- 
wise disabled (specify?) It is not 
intended, however, that the registrar 
shall pass upon anything but the 
most obvious physical defects. Per- 
sons whose disabilities are so in- 
dicated by the registrar will be 
dropped from the lists, but others 
who claim exemption on account of 
physical disabilities are liable te 
draft in order that their physical 
condition may be upon by 
local boards. 

“One phase of exemption ts more 
particularly considered in question 
No. %, which asks: Have you a 
father, mother, wife, child under 
12 or a sister or brpther under 12 
solely dependent upon you for sup- 
port (specify which ?’) 

“Consider your answer thought- 
fully. If it ie true that there is an- 
other mouth than your own which 
you alone have a duty to feed, do 
not let your military ardor inter- 
fere with the wish of the nation to 
reduce war's misery to a minimum. 
On the other hand, unless the person 
you have in mind ts solely depend- 
ent on you, do not hide behind pet- 
ticoats or children. 1

Zen no matter what may have been 
the citizenship or nationality of your 
parents.

States unless you were born of alien 
Parentage. If you were born abroad 
you are still a citizen of the United 
if you father was a citizen 
of the United States at the time you 
were born, unless vou have en- 
patriated yourself. 
“2.—You®are a naturalized citizen

the law their personal opposition to 
participation in war. Obedience to 
law, to the utmost limit of conscience 
is the base of good citizenship. Pub- 
ne understanding and sympathy in 
this case should not be allénated by 
misdirected action. The moral tesue 
involved should not be confused. 
The opportunity provided by the bill 
to one’s claim to exemption 
from military service should not be 
missed by those who desire to state 
their objection to that service on 
religious or other conscientious 
grounds.

BURNED AT STAKE. 


CRIME WITH HIS Arx. 
* — 
At Scene of His Attack Mother 
of Girl Urges Punishment of 
Slayer——He Confesse; Atrocity 
and implicates Two Others Who 
are Being Sought by Whites.

, MEMPHIS (Tenn) May 22.— 
Chained to a fallen tree at the scene 
of his crime, Eli Persons, a negro 


ngiwho confessed he killed Antoinette 


‘Rappal, a young girl, three-weeks 
ago, was burned to death today by 
a mob in the country about ten 
miles ‘from Memphis. Afterward the 
head was severed from the body and 
placed on the roadside nearby, 
where it remained several hours. 

The mother of the dead girl iden- 
tified the negro, and in a short 
speech to the mob urged them to 
burn the slayer of her child. She 
refused, however, to apply the 
match. 

Before he died, Persons repeated 
his former confession that he 
chopped ,the child’s head off, and 
implicated two other negroes in the 
crime, declaring one of them had 
struck the first blow, which stunned 
the girl. 


Dewitt Ford, a mute, one of those 


named by Persons, was soon cap- 
tured by a section of the mob, but 
early thie afternoon it was stated 
that he was being held pending the 
arrest of the other man.

People will Take Matter in Own Hands 
if Council Remains Obdurate. 


GGRESSIVELY taking the field 
in opposition to equivocation 
and procrastination on tho 

billboard question, the Outlook Asso- 
ciation, with headquarters in the 
Broadway Central Building, yester- 
day inaugurated a campaign that, it 
is announced, will end only when the 
unsightly sign-fences are absolutely 
eliminated from the residence sec- 
tions of Los Angeles.

Counciiman Conwell, in opening 
the days contest, presented each 
member with the copy of his pro- 
posed ordinance. He called for no 
discussion, and merely stated that 
he would ask for its passage on this 
coming Friday. “My plan will do 
what at one time this body was ap- 
parently unanimous for—take the 
billboards out of the residence dis- 
tricts,” he said. 
CONWELL ORDINANCE. 

His plan proposes the establish- 
ment of four zones of control. Bill- 
boards are to be allowed full sewing 
in the downtown business district. 
There they can place 1,980,400 lineal 
feet of boards, or more than 208 
miles of signs. 

The next zone is the semi-business 
zone. This territory shall comprise 
all blecks having a 50 per cent. 
business frontage. Here the bil- 
boards are to be allowed whatever 
the property owners give their con- 
sent in the number of 51 per cent. 

The suburban zone shall comprise 
all nonsubdivided territory and all 
subdivided land, 75 per cent. of 
which is vacant and devoted to 
grazing, agriculture, horticulture or 
similar things. In this territory 
signs twelve feet square are to be 
permitted 

The final district is the residence 
district. This shall comprise all 
areas not included in any of the 
other zones. In this, no boards to 


Nor are the boards to be closer than 
fifteen feet together. 


SHE'LL “EXPOSE” EM. 


When Mrs. Lindsey heard these 
proposals she launched into a viru- 
lent tirade. She declared she had 
received orders from the newspa- 
pers to stand back of just such an 
ordinance and that she was threat- 
ened with defeat anless she did so. 
l wreck every newspaper in Los 
Angeles, or I'll make them clean!“ 
she screamed. 

Tu speak from every platform 
In the * and I'll expose the news- 
papers. I'll wreck the power of the 
press in this city, so help me God, 
or I'll make it clean!” 

Her assertions were backed up by 
Councilman Wheeler, who says the 
newspapers can “go to hell.” He 
and Mrs. Lindsey are the only ones 
of the Council who say they were 
threatened. The others say they 
have never had the newspapers at- 
tempt intimidation or even ask for 
specially drastic against 
the billboards. 

DENY HER CHARGES. 

Councilmen Wright, Langdon and 
Roberts, who are favoring the un- 
sichtly boa publicly announced 
that they had not been approached 
by the newspapers, as did still more 
emphatically Councilmen Conwell 
and RBetkouski, who have stood 
staunchly and alone in their efforts 
to give the people what has been 
asked of them. The other two 
Council members, Brain and Collins, 
are not very enthusiastic in either 
direction, both stating they want 
some sort of a regulatory ordinance. 

Following vesterday’s Council es- 
sion, Councilman Betkouski issued 
the following signed statement: 

“T want to keep the billboards fifty 
feet from any residence under any 
condition In any zone. 

“My idea its for even a more d@ras- 
tie ordfnmance than Mr. Conwell’s. 
My idea further is that Mr. Con- 
well’'s ordinance does not give the 
public tne protection the people are 
asking for. | 

“The fifty-foot clause in my opin- 
fon would give the public this pro- 
tection. Mr. Conwell has agreed to 
this.” He stated that his action 
was caused by the many innuendoes 
that had been passed on his failure 
to be present on the previous dav 
and the accusations that he favored 
the original Meral ordinance that 
an attempt was made to foist on 
the public.

Brazil has severed diplomatic relations 
with Germany in consequence of German 
submarine attacks upon Brazilian ships.

Argentina has declared that 
Germany “has violated the principles of 
neutrality established by the principles of 
international law. Uruguay and Paraguay
